The 
outlook in the Blucjjrass section is 
very tfood, but in Western Ken- 
tucky trouble still continues and 
there is no tellinj: what tiie out 
come will be or how t{ood a per- 
centam of the crop will be ealti- 
vated. Toljacto men and growers 
have a seemiotfly good year in 
front of them if the.r will only 
tiiko 1111 interest in Hioir crop and 
use judsment in housinit and pre- 
paring it for enrinff. Do not wait 
until the tobacco is rondy to cut, 
but begin now in tiguriug to take 
care of yoor crop in the proper

ail tiiOM iiying In incorporated 
places of less than 2,r>00 inhabi- 
tants are classitied by the census 
as rural population. The gain in 
population, broadly speaking, was 
confined to towns of more than 
2,500 inhabitants; and a table pre- 
pared by the Natiunal Federation 
of Ketail Merchants shows more 
than 6,000 country towns, in eight 
States, that actaaily lost popnlA- 
tion in tlie ten years. This table 
includes 156 countv seats in Mis 
•ouri, Iowa, Indiana, MicbiKaii 
and Illinois, out of h total of 490 
county seats in those States. 

'This ratlier itacnaUon or if.- 
cay in country-town population in 
tbexreat agricultural region ap- 
proximately bounded by the Mis- 
eoari, Ohio and Hudson rivers is 
described by a correspondent as 
appalling. It certainly indicates 
that the country town ahoald take 
stock of itself. 

"Several uionths a^o an investi 
mtioo of the aanie phenomena 
within a relatively restricted area 
lead to a strong presumption of an 
intlaMte retationahip between good 
roads ami country-town popula- 
tion— those towns that enjoyed the 
adyantase of improved bighways 
tending to hold their own, or to 
gain, and those under the disad- 
Taataga of bad roads tending to 
loae. For a eotiDtry town that de- 
pends upon rural trade, this is the 
very fint point to be considered." 
—Saturday Eveaing Poak. 

Fully SO per cent, of the towns 
in Kentucky are "country towns." 
Since their are aiore than 60 conn- 
ties liaviii<r none hut dirt roads, 
impassable for the xrealer part of 
the winter months. It may safely 
be assumed that the towns in those 
counties at least are fortunate if 
tbajr have Moeeaded in holding 
(heir own in population.

Circuit Judtje J. F. Gordon, of 
Madison ville, talked entertaining- 
ly of the King split ioe dras to a 
crowd that tilled the coarthouae 
at a meeting in Hopkins county. 
He told of what had been done in 
Hopkins county. He said Mr. 
King visited that county about a 
year a^o and gave a demonstration 
of the split loK drag. The people 
then took hold where he left off and 
there are more than 300 miles of 
road, that are smooth as floors and 
which remain in oodd oondition in 
bad weather. 

Jodse Gh>rdon was very enthusi- 
astic in his description of the roads 
resulting from the Kintt method. 
He told of N road oat at his own 
iHi iii, a road he has been dranffing 
for a considerable period. It aeems 
that Judtre Oordon himself made 
a Kind drag about seven .years h«o 
and used it on his road with success. 
But he coald not get the netirhbor- 
liood to adopt the practice until 
after the Kinf; meeting, at which 
the Hopkins County Good Road 
Association was organized. Judge 
Gordon said his road stays good 
all the time and costs nothing but 
a little work at the right time. 

"You've not a lot to learn,'" ex- 
claimed Judge Gordon, "wlien you 
undertake to use a split-bff drat;." 

The highways of Hopkins county 
are divided into short sections and 
II farmer placed in charae of each 
section. These sections are from 
two to four miles in length and will 
be shorteoed aa rapidly as possible 
liecause tlie authoritios atrrecd with 
Mr. King in sa^-iuK that a mile of 
road is enough for one drag. J udge 
Gordon told of a meeting in one of 
the Magisterial districts. The log 
drag was ip for discussion; some 
praised itand some found fault with 
it. Bnt the diacuaaion stopped 
when Mr. Huntet-, a sawmill owner, 
.•stated that he owned seven sawmills 
and that all but one of them had 
been compelled to shut down be- 
cause of bad roads. That lha one 
wliich had continued in operation 
all winter was on the £arlingtoD and 
St. Charles road, which had been 
dragged and which he had been able 
to log without interruption. Mr. 
Hnnter aald ba eoaki haul 1,600 
feet of liniilxT with one >oke over 
the St. CharleK road, when th e same
